Response to Arguments 

On pages 7-8 of the Remarks/Arugments section, Applicant argues that in the McNamara reference steam in compartment 2 never 
reaches drawer 14, since intermediate member 15 closes off the entire opening formed in compartment 2, including the end of shelf 14 
where no steam exits compartment 2; and that in McNamara there is no cooling means instead steam is provided. 

Intermediate member 15 does not entirely close the opening formed in compartment 2 while drawer 14 is in the open position as shown 
in figure 2, since channel member 22 and rollers 22 do not completely extend outside the cabinet. Note that on page 2, left column, lines 2- 
5, McNamara teaches that member 1 5 is moved betwwen the front and the back of compartment 2 depending on rear or forward 
movements of drawer 14. So, member 15 slides backward and forward on member 20. Also, steam pipe 25 as shown in figure 2 remains 
on the exterior side of intermdiate member 15 and is in communication with the unlabeled perforations as shown in figure 3. 

As to the argument regarding that McNamara does not teach the use of a cooling fluid, it is McPhail not McNamara that teaches the use of 
air to cool the sterilized items as explained on page 4 of the action dated 10/17/08. 
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
